17) and a "transfer assembly" (Claim 8, line 9), but the "transfer assembly" 
does not require "an axis of rotation which extends in a third plane at half 
of the angle of the first plane and the second plane." Group M's "transfer 
assembly motor" has an Intended use of "driving the... transfer assembly 
about an axis of rotation which extends In a third plane at half of first angle 
to the first plane and the second plane... and the axis of rotation extending 
at a second angle at least 0 degrees and at most 90 degrees to said 
Intersection line." Group II does not require the same "transfer assembly" 
limitations as Group I. 



As a result. Group I does not have the special technical feature of Group II and Group 
II does not have the special technical feature of Group I.
